Proceedings  of  the  law  conference,  "Practice  Before  the  Illinois  Industrial  and 
Commerce  Commissions",  appear  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Illinois  Bar  Journal., 

This  conference,  held  on  our  campus  last  February,  emphasi2ed  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  commissions  as  well  as  practice  before  these  two  administrative  tribunals.

LET  US  HELP  THE  INDIVIDUAL 

As  we  glance  about  us,  both  at  close  range  and  great  distance,  in  the  middle  of 
the  twentieth  century,  we  see  much  evidence  of  what  appears  to  be  a  social  revolu- 
tion. This  reasonably  quiet  but  constant  struggle  is  in  progress  throughout  a  major 
portion  of  the  world. 

Although  our  emotions  are  aroused  by  the  political  and  ideological  factors  which 
have  caused  the  world  to  be  divided  into  semimilitary  groups,  which  vehemently  oppose 
each  other,  this  basic,  social  struggle  is  present,  though  varying  in  degree,  in  each 
group. 

Probably  the  major  issue  in  the  complicated  struggle  today  is  the  question  of 
giving  greater  recognition  to  the  individual  instead  of  focusing  attention  merely  on 
the  masses  which  are  considered  to  be  incapable  of  thinking  and  doing  for  themselves. 
If  this  struggle,  this  revolution,  is  to  be  ended  peacefully  and  in  the  best  interest 
of  mankind,  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  enlightened,  free-thinking  individuals 
in  society  is  essential. 

This  presents  a  direct  challenge  to  educators,  especially  to  those  in  the  free 
world.  We  should  never  forget  that,  although  strength  lies  in  unified  groups,  each 
group  is  composed  of  individuals.  The  more  enlightened  the  individuals,  the  stronger 
they  are  in  a  group. 

We  in  college  and  university  extension  work  have  excellent  opportunities  to  con- 
tribute to  the  continued  educational  development  and  achievements  of  the  individual. 
The  vast  majority  of  our  students  are  adults  who,  in  addition  to  having  acquired  con- 
siderable experience  as  citizens  and  as  breadwinners,  have  maintained  a  personal  de- 
sire to  continue  learning.  Whether  the  objective  is  to  prepare  for  professional  or 
vocational  advancement,  or  to  live  a  richer,  more  satisfying  life;  we  must  remember 
that  each  individual  has  a  definite  reason  other  than  acquiring  credits  for  partici- 
pating in  the  program.  These  students  have  the  desired  positive  interest  and  each

one   should  be  encouraged  and  assisted  to  make  the  maximum  achievement  possible  within 
the  available  time. 

In  the  current  issue  of  the  National  University  Extension  Association  Bulletin 
President  Brouillette  phrased  the  significance  of  the  individual  very  well  while  em- 
phasizing  the  importance  of  each  member's  efforts  to  the  nation-wide  extension  pro- 
gram. For  you  who  have  not  read  his  column,  tte  are  quoting  a  portion  of  it  in  which 
he  says: 

"Those  of  us  who  are  engaged  in  adult  education  through  university  exten- 
sion have  a  feeling  that  both  for  the  immediate  future  and  the  'long  view' 
the  extension  activities  of  the  institutions  rank  in  the  forefront  with  the 
other  major  activities  of  these  same  institutions, In  other  words,  the  many 
individuals  engaged  in  extension  work  throughout  these  United  States  are 
every  day  engaged  in  one  of  the  most  important  educationaler^ndteirtioape  of 
the  age.  Each  one  concerned  with  extension,  therefore,  is  in  a  very  stra- 
tegic position  to  make  a  contribution  to  the  advancement  of  man. We  believe 
in  cooperation  and  in  group  and  team  work;  but,  in  the  final  analysis, 
groups  and  teams  are  composed  of  individuals.  It  is  the  person,  working 
alone  or  working  with  others,  who  contributes  the  idea  and  the  organizing 
effort  which  undergird  the  multitudinous  activities  in  general  extension — 
activities  designed  to  further  the  good  life. 

"Perhaps  it  is  difficult  to  glamorize  the  work  of  the  individuals  who  in 
the  aggregate  make  up  the  NUEA,  but  in  the  strange  burning  which  is  called 
life,  there  arises  the  spiritual  and  intellectual  part  of  man.  It  is  the 
individual  who  invented  the  doughnut,  h£|r  dye,  and  evolved  the  equation 
E  =  MC^,  the  formula  from  which  sprang  the  atomic  bomb.  Thus,  in  the  high 
altitudes  burns  the  world  of  the  intellect.  It  is  to  the  individual  member 
of  the  NUEA  that  we  must  turn  for  creative  work. 

"I  say,  therefore,  at  this  time  that  each  one  of  us  must  look  inside  to 
see  what  it  is  that  we  are  doing  or  can  do  to  make  better  the  great  program 
in  which  we  are  engaged.  You  as  an  individual  are  important.  It  is  you 
and  you  and  you  who  will  make  contributions  to  the  NUEA."

I  am  a  little  sorry  for  anyone  whose  store  of  memories" 
does  not  inolude  those  of  an  old-fashioned  Christmas.

Before 
eating,  there  was  the  reading  about  the  original  Christmas  in 
Judea,  and  in  the  stately  language  of  the  time  of  King  James, 
not  the  modern  translations,  nor  from  comic  books. 

I  am  afraid  such  days  are  passing,  and  I  regret  that  it 
must  be  so.  We  may  still  oall  "Merry  Chris-tanas"  to  one  an- 
other, and  such  is  my  wish  to  you.

He  had  just  about  completed  his  journey  before  his  rabbit's  foot  failed  him.  As 
a  large  trailer- tank- truck  loaded  with  gasoline  approached  him  from  the  opposite  di- 
rection, Jerry's  car  skidded  out  of  control  and  hit  the  trailer  before  he  could  get 
it  headed  down  the  road  again. 

Among  Jerry's  injuries  are  a  severe  cut  on  the  forehead,  a  badly  bruised  knee, 
and  a  sore  side.  After  being  given  X-ray  and  surgical  treatment  in  the  emergency 
room  of  Carle  Hospital,   he  was  permitted  to   go  home. 

After  learning  of  the  serious  damage  to  the  automobile,  we  realize  that  Jerry 
was  fortunate  to  escape  more  serious  injuries.  Even  though  he  is  hobbling  around 
with  a  bandaged  head,  we  are  happy   that  he  came  through  with  no  permanent  disability. 
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DUE  WELFARE  COMMITTEE  ORGANIZES 

The  DUE  Welfare  Committee  for  the  year  beginning  October  1,  195>2  met  and  organ- 
ized December  1.  The  following  officers  were  elected:  Scott  B.  York,  Chairman; 
Marjorie  Lewis,  Treasurer;  and  Mary  Jane  Henderson,  Assistant  Treasurer. 

Other  members  of  the  Committee — Frances  Arnold, Beverly  Carter, and  Grace  Ottwein 
— were  appointed  as  a  subcommittee  to  be  responsible  for  the  holding  of  a  DUE  Christ- 
mas Party  on  December  19. 

The  constitution  of  the  DUE  Welfare  Fund  was  published  in  the  News  Letter  issue 
of  November  9,  19i?l.  For  the  benefit  of  employees  who  have  since  joined  the  DUE,  it 
is  again  included  in  this  issue. 

DUE  WELFARE  FUND  CONSTITUTION 

1.  A  Welfare  Committee  should  be  organized.  An  opinion  census  in  the  Division  in- 
dicates most  employees  are  in  favor  of  such  a  move. 

2.  The  Welfare  Committee  should  be  composed  of  six  members,  five  of  whom  are  from 
the  nonacademic  group  and  one  from  the  administrative  staff.  Membership  on  the 
Committee  is  to  be  determined  by  election.  In  the  interest  of  having  represen- 
tation from  the  various  separated  sections  of  DUE,  one  member  should  be  from 
each  of  the  following  offices?  Correspondence,  the  Dean's,  Extramural,  Music 
Extension,  and  Visual  Aids.  Members  of  the  Welfare  Committee  are  to  elect  their 
own  officers;  one  to  be  Chairman,  one  Treasurer,  and  one  Assistant  Treasurer  to 
act  for  the  Treasurer  when  he  is  absent  and  to  purchase  all  gifts.-*- 

3.  Contributions  should  be  made  on  a  monthly  basis  of  2J?0  by  each  nonacademic  per- 
son and  a  higher  flat  fee^  by  each  academic  or  administrative  staff  member „  If 
an  individual  wishes  to  make  a  whole  year's  contribution  in  advance,  it  should 
be  accepted,  but  should  that  individual  sever  connections  with  DUE  before  the 
year  is  completed,  whatever  fractional  amount  of  his  contribution  is  not  yet 
payable  is  to  be  returned. 

U.  There  shall  be  no  cash  gifts;  instead,  the  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  purchase 
gifts.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  a  leeway  of  500  either  way  from  the 
following  indicated  anounts  for  the  purchase  of  all  gifts  and  flowers.  Benefits 
recommended  are:  for  funerals  $7.^0, for  births  $5.00  (to  include  all  members  of 
DUE  who  become  parents),  separations  $5.00,  weddings  $5.00,  for  serious  illness 
of  member  of  DUE  and  husband  or  wife  (except  when  eligible  for  birth  gifts)  $5»00. 
In  order  to  be  eligible  for  separation  gift,  the  individual  must  have  been  in 
the  employ  of  DUE  for  11  months;  for  other  benefits,  there  shall  be  no  minimum 
time  limit.  Also,  mention  should  be  made  here  of  female  employees  who  may,  be- 
cause of  pregnancy,  separate  from  employment.  If  such  an  employee  has  met  the 
qualifications  for  a  separation  gift,  at  the  time  of  the  birth  of  the  expected 
offspring,  this  former  employee  shall  also  be  eligible  to  receive  a  birth  gift. 
Funeral  considerations  should  be  limited  to  father,  mother,  husband,  wife, 
brother,  sister,  or  children  of  the  employee. 


1  Gifts  are  construed  to  be  appropriate  tangible  items  including  flowers. 
*  This  has  been  set  at  500  per  month. 
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DUE  WELFARE  FUND  CONSTITUTION   (Continued) 

5.  In  December  of  each  year,  it  is  thought  that  not  more  than  $20.00,  provided  -this 
amount  will  not  deplete  the  fund  to  less  than  $10.00,  shall  be  spent  on  a  Christ- 
mas Party. 

6.  Money  collected  for  the  Welfare  Fund  should  be  deposited  in  one  of  the  local 
banks  in  a  checking  account,  and  two  members  of  the  Welfare  Committee  should  be 
empowered  to  write  checks  on  the  fund — one  to  be  the  primary  person  responsible, 
and  the   second  to  act  in  the  event  the  first  person  is  absent. 

7.  The  person  who  is  given  primary  responsibility  for  the  deposit  of  money  in  the 
ban  k  (Treasurer)  and  the  writing  of  necessary  checks,  and  the  person  who  pur- 
chases all  gifts  and  flowers  (Assistant  Treasurer)  shall  be  relieved  of  payment 
of  any  contributions. 

8.  Only  full-time  employees  of  DUE  are  to  be  asked  for  contributions.  part-time 
employees  may  elect  to  contribute  to  the  Fund  if  they  so  desire,  and  by  such 
contributions,   part-time  employees  become  eligible  for  the  benefits. 

9.  The  representative  who  collects  money  in  each  office  shall  report  all  people  in 
his  office  who  are  eligible  for  benefits  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer  who  will 
make  the  purchases. 

10.  The  Treasurer  shall  submit  an  itemized  accounting  on  October  1,  by  sending  each 
member  a  mimeographed  copy. 

11.  The  Treasurer  shall  asK  the  cnairman  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  whenever 
funds  are  either  depleted  or  excessive  so  that  it  can  mate  an  additional  assess- 
ment or  a  moratorium  from  payment  of  dues  if  necessary  or  considered  advisable. 

12.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  act  in  an  emergency  at  its  discretion.

DUE  instructors  with  extramural  classes  should  take 
advantage  of  this   service. 

VAS  ADDS  ANOTHER  SERVICE 

The  release  last  week  of  "Tapes  for  Teaching",  the  Audio- Visual  Aids  Service's 
catalog  of  informational  tape  recordings  available  for  classroom  use,  marked  the 
"official"  opening  of  Audio-Visual  Aids'  latest  service  to  teachers  and  students. 
Although  some  tape  recording  work  has  been  done  for  the  past  y;>ar,  no  attempt  has 
been  made  to  operate  the  service  on  a  really  extensive  basis.  The  addition  of  new 
equipment  has  made  it  possible  to  do  much  more  rapid  and  efficient  work,  and  the 
publication  of  the  catalog  is  expected  to  give  information  on  the  type  of  service  and 
available  tapes  to  schools  throughout  the  United  States  as  well  as  in  Illinois.

Planned  vacations  should  be  reported  prior  to  the  beginning  dates 
other  absences,  also  overtime,  should  be  reported  immediately  after  they  occur9  After 
the  form  has  been  signed  by  the  appropriate  supervisor  it  should  be  routed  to  the 
Chief  clerk,  Mr0  C*  D-  McMurry,  who  is  responsible  for  preparation  of  a  Monthly  Re- 
port of  Absence  for  the  Division  at  the  end  of  each  month,  This  is  approved  and  for- 
warded to  the  Office  of  Nonacademic  Personnel o 

This  procedure  was  adopted  in  1951  when  the  Office  of  Nonacademic  Personnel  re- 
vised its  practices  through  which  absences  are  reported,.  At  that  time  all  super- 
visors were  informed  of  the  new  method. 

Principal  points  to  be  observed  in  the  procedure  are? 

19  Each  staff  member  is  asked  to  report  all  absences  on  work  days  including 
fractional  parts  of  days.  Supervisors  are  responsible  for  complete  reports 
from  their  respective  offices. 

20  Indicate  the  reason  for  absences s 

a*  Sick  leave  (sick  disability,  dentist  and  doctor  appointments,  illness  in 
family), 

b,  Funeral  leave  (3  days  are  permissible  for  any  of  immediate  f amily,  1  day 
for  other  relative,  \   day  for  friend )9 

Co  Compensatory  time.  An  absence  is  excused  if  the  dates  for  an  equivalent 
amount  of  overtime  are  given  in  the  space  reserved  for  reason.  The 
overtime  should  be  performed  by  the  end  of  the  month  when  the  absence 
has  occured  unless  the  work  schedule  justifies  a  different  arrangement 
to  be  requested  by  the  supervisor.

ROBINSON  SPEAKS  TO  TRAINING  DIRECTORS 

Stanley  Robinson  spoke  to  members  of  the  Illinois  Training  Directors  Association 
at  their  monthly  dinner  meeting  in  Chicago,  March  k. 

His  subject  was  "The  Role  of  Universities  in  Training  and  Adult  Education 
Programs."  Among  the  points  emphasized  were:  effective  contributions  to  these 
programs  which  can  and  should  be  made  by  the  respective  agencies  in  our  society, 
including  universities;  ways  in  which  universities  can  assist  other  agencies;  and 
the  care  to  be  given,  as  well  as  the  significance  attached,  to  evaluating  the 
achievements  in  training  and  adult  education  programs,

ENGINEERS  SET  OPEN  HOUSE 

The  Annual  Engineering  Open  House  at  the  University  of  Illinois  will  be  held 
March  27  and  28,  with  every  department  in  the  College  of  Engineering  planning  ex- 
hibits and  demonstrations , 

The  Open  House,  formerly  a  traditional  biennial  event  (beginning  in  the  1920's), 
will  be  held  from  10  a,m..  to  10  p.m.,  March  27  and  from  9  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  March  28. 

The  affair  is  intended  to  acquaint  the  public  and  the  rest  of  the  academic 
community  with  the  engineering  facilities  for  training  students  and  conducting  re- 
search at  the  University,  Students  and  faculty  cooperate  in  presenting  the  exhibits 
and  in  explaining  and  demonstrating  apparatus  to  visitors.  Most  of  the  exhibits 
will  be  of  a  serious  nature  but  a  few  of  them,  such  as  the  Kissometer  and  the  3  :reng£h 
Tester,  are  in  a  humorous  vein. 

Among  unusual  exhibits  shown  at  the  open  house  will  be  aircraft  engines  and 
testing  devices  in  the  aeronautical  engineering  laboratory,  spraying  and  firing  of 
porcelain  enamels  and  slip  castings  of  pottery  in  the  ceramics  building,  and  displays 
of  mining  equipment  in  the  mining  laboratory. 

The  mechanical  engineering  department  will  feature  exhibits  such  as  tool  dis- 
plays, gas  welding  and  cutting,  and  gasoline  and  diesel  tsst  engines,  A  cutaway  of 
a  jet  engine  and  a  motorist  reaction  tester  will  be  among  exhibits  in  the  mechanical 
engineering  laboratory.

UNIVERSITY  CAR  CREDIT  CARDS 

The  following  quotation  was  taken  from  a  three-page  statement  entitled  "To  the 
Driver  of  a  University  Motor  Vehicle",  which  was  given  out  by  the  Physical  Plant 
Department,  May  15,  1951. 

USE  OF  CREDIT  CARDS: 


Credit  Cards  for  the  purchase  of  gasoline  and  oil  at  service  stations 
outside  of  the  Champaign-Urbana  area  are  secured  to  a  holder  attached  to 
the  inside  of  the  glove  compartment  of  each  University  vehicle.  These 
Credit  Cards  should  be  used  whenever  necessary  by  members  of  the  staff 
driving  University  vehicles  outside  of  the  Champaign-Urbana  area  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  provisions: 

1.  The  use  of  the  Credit  is  restricted  to  the  vehicle  for  which  it  is 
issued  for  purchases  of: 

a.  gasoline  and  oil 

b.  lubrication  service,  tire  and  battery  service,  and  car  washing 
on  extended  trips  away  from  the  campus 

c.  incidental  labor  charges  and  repair  parts  as  necessary  for  return 
of  the  vehicle  to  campus . 

2.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  driver  to: 

a,  vn  ji^y   charges 

b ,  sign  sales  ticket 

c,  return  customer's  ticket  to  the  University  garage  upon  completion 
of  the  trip. 
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UNIVERSITY  CAR  CREDIT  CARDS  (Continued) 

3.  The  Credit  Card  does  not  authorize  charges  for  parking  or  storage 
facilities,  polishing,  or  general  repairs  to  University  vehicles. 

h.  Cash  purchases  should  not  be  made  unless  it  is  impossible  to  use  the 
Credit  Card.   (Sales  tickets  are  required  for  any  cash  reimbursement.) 

5.  University  vehicle  Credit  Cards  will  be  honored  only  at  service  sta- 
tions of  the  company  indicated  in  the  "Instructions  for  Use  of  Credit 
Cards",  to  be  found  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  Credit  Card.

TWO  DUE  STUDENTS  REWARDED 

On  the  basis  of  outstanding  scholastic  achievement  in  the  Lumber  Dealers  Short 
Course  recently  concluded  in  Chicago,  James  T„  Lendrum,  Director  of  the  Small 
Homes  Council,  selected  Carl  R„  Sholeen  of  the  Howes  Lumber  Company  and  Frank 
E0  Perkins  of  the  Edward  Hines  Lumber  Company  for  awards.    The  awards  consisted 
of  a  five-day  trip  as  guests  of  the  Wyerhaeuser  Timber  Company,     Tours  of  the 
various  lumbering  operations  were  made  in  Idaho  and  Washington. 

This  course  is  entitled  Lumber  Dealers  Short  Course  in  which  more  than  40 
students  were  enrolled.     It  was  the  first  such  course  ever  offered  in  Chicago.    Ross

materials." 

CONVEYOR  INSTITUTE  HELD 

The  Division,  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering, 
conducted  a  three-day  Institute  for  the  Conveyor  Equipment  Manufacturers  Associa- 
tion on  the  Urbana  Campus 9  April  14-16,  1953.,    This  meeting  was  the  first  ever  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  an  educational  institution. 

The  Conveyor  Equipment  Manufacturers  Association  is  composed  of  leading 
manufacturers  of  conveyors  and  conveying  systems  in  the  United  States  who  represent 
all  types  of  conveying  machinery  in  all  fields.     It  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  in  1935  with  headquarters  in  Chicago. 

The  theme  of  the  Institute  was  the  study  of  the  application,  operation,  and 
economics  of  conveyor  equipment  in  industry. 

There  are  38  member  companies  of  the  Association,  and  each  company  contributed 
one  or  more  of  its  executives,  including  chief  engineers  and  other  members  of  its 
staff,  to  serve  on  the  28  panel  discussions  throughout  the  Institute. 

The  total  group  of  300  enrollees  was  divided  into  four  groups  according  to  their 
major  interest,  namely:    (A)  Bulk  Handling  of  medium  to  heavy  materials  such  as  ore, 
coal  and  oTher  excavated  material    (B)  Bulk  Handling  ot  light  to  medium  materials - 
such  as  grain  and  chemicals ,  (C)  Unit  Handling  in  manufacture  and  transportation  of 
consumer  goods  such  as  cans  and  bottles;  (D)  Unit  Handling  in  fabrication,  processing 
and  storing  of  durable  goods  with  emphasis  on  plant  organization.

Agricultural  Engineering  E355  -  Advanced  Soil  Conservation  Practices, 
being  taught  at  Stronghurst  this  semester  has  eleven  high  school  vocational 
agriculture  teachers,  one  grade  school  teacher,  one  county  farm  adviser 
and  two  farmers  enrolled.     R.  C.  Hay,  from  the  Department  of  Agricultural 
Engineering,  is  the  instructor. 
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DUE  WELFARE  FUND  CONSTITUTION 

1.  A  Welfare  Committee  should  be  organized.    An  opinion  census  in  the 
Division  indicates  most  employees  are  in  favor  of  such  a  move. 

2.  The  Welfare  Committee  should  be  composed  of  six  members,  five  of 
whom  are  from  the  nonacademic  group  and  one  from  the  administra- 
tive staff.     Membership  on  the  Committee  is  to  be  determined  by  el- 
ection.    In  the  interest  of  having  representation  from  the  various 
separated  sections  of  DUE,  one  member  should  be  from  each  of  the 
following  offices:     Correspondence,  the  Dean's,  Extramural,  Music 
Extension,  and  Visual  Aids.     Members  of  the  Welfare  Committee  are 
to  elect  their  own  officers;  one  to  be  Chairman,  one  Treasurer,  and 
one  Assistant  Treasurer  to  act  for  the  Treasurer  when  he  is  absent 
and  to  purchase  all  gifts. 

3.  Contributions  should  be  made  on  a  monthly  basis  of  25£  by  each  non- 
academic  person  and  a  higher  flat  fee^  by  each  academic  or  adminis- 
trative staff  member.     If  an  individual  wishes  to  make  a  whole  year's 
contribution  in  advance,  it  should  be  accepted,  but  should  that  indivi- 
dual sever  connections  with  DUE  before  the  year  is  completed, 
whatever  fractional  amount  of  his  contribution  is  not  yet  payable  is 
to  be  returned. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  cash  gifts;  instead,  the  Assistant  Treasurer  shall 
purchase  gifts.     The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  a  leeway  of  50£ 
either  way  from  the  following  indicated  amounts  for  the  purchase  of 
all  gifts  and  flowers      Benefits  recommended  are:     for  funerals  $7.50, 
for  births   $5o00  (to  include  all  members  of  DUE  who  become  parents), 
separations   $5.00,  weddings   $5.00,  for  serious  illness  of  member  of 
DUE  and  husband  or  wife  (except  when  eligible  for  birth  gifts)    $5.00. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  separation  gift,  the  individual  must  have  been 
in  the  employ  of  DUE  for   11  months;  for  other  benefits,  there  shall  be 
no  minimum  time  limit.    Also,  mention  should  be  made  here  of  female 
employees  who  may,  because  of  pregnancy,  separate  from  employment. 
If  such  an  employee  has  met  the  qualifications  for  a  separation  gift,  at 
the  time  of  the  birth  of  the  expected  offspring,  this  former  employee 
shall  also  be  eligible  to  receive  a  birth  gift,     Funeral  considerations 
should  be  limited  to  father,  mother,  husband,  wife,  brother,  sister, 
or  children  of  the  employee. 

5.  In  December  of  each  year,  it  is  thought  that  not  more  than  $20.00, 
provided  this  amount  will  not  deplete  the  fund  to  less  than  $  10.00, 
shall  be  spent  on  a  Christmas  Party. 

6.  Money  collected  for  the  Welfare  Fund  should  be  deposited  in  one  of 
the  local  banks  in  a  checking  account,  and  two  members  of  the  Welfare

Committee  should  be  empowered  to  write  checks  on  the  fund--one  to  be 
the  primary  person  responsible,  and  the  second  to  act  in  the  event  the 
first  person  is  absent, 

7.  The  person  who  is  given  primary  responsibility  for  the  deposit  of  money 
in  the  bank  (Treasurer)  and  the  writing  of  necessary  checks,  and  the 
person  who  purchases  all  gifts  and  flowers  (Assistant  Treasurer)  shall 
be  relieved  of  payment  of  any  contributions. 

8.  Only  full-time  employees  of  DUE  are  to  be  asked  for  contributions. 
Part-time  employees  may  elect  to  contribute  to  the  Fund  if  they  so  de- 
sire, and  by  such  contributions,  part-time  employees  become  eligible 
for  the  benefits. 

9»       The  representative  who  collects  money  in  each  office  shall  report  all 
people  in  his  office  who  are  eligible  for  benefits  to  the  Assistant  Trea- 
surer who  will  make  the  purchases. 

10.  The  Treasurer  shall  submit  an  itemized  accounting  on  October   1,  by 
sending  each  member  a  mimeographed  copy. 

11.  The  Treasurer  shall  ask  the  chairman  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Commit- 
tee whenever  funds  are  either  depleted  or  excessive  so  that  it  can  make 
an  additional  assessment  or  a  moratorium  from  payment  of  dues  if 
necessary  or  considered  advisable. 

12.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  act  in  an  emergency  at  its  dis- 
cretion.

In  some  instances  it  is  impossible  for  an  instructor  to  teach  an  extramural 
class  unless  he  can  travel  by  air.     Charter  planes  carry  one  passenger  by  Cessna 
140  at  seven  cents  per  mile  and  as  many  as  three  passengers  by  Beechcraft 
Bonanza  at  eleven  cents  per  mile. 

Keeping  the  local  transportation  costs  to  and  from  the  University  Airport  at 
a  minimum  is  necessary.  The  Division  can  pay  seven  cents  per  mile  to  the 
driver  of  a  private  automobile  conveying  one  or  more  persons  making  a  given 
flight.  A  rather  elaborate  bus  schedule  to  and  from  the  Airport  during  the  hours 
from  7:20  a.m.  until  6:05  p.m.  is  maintained  by  the  University.  However,  this 
service  is  not  any  assistance  to  passengers  returning  at  night.  This  schedule 
can  be  found  on  page  33  of  the  current  University  Time  Table. 

VOCATIONAL  COUNSELING  IN  CHICAGO 

Tunis  Dekker,  Robert  Johnston,  Norman  Johnson,  Byron  Fulk,  Walter  Brown, 
Fred  Steuernagel,  and  Gerald  Carter  did  vocational  counseling  at  Illini  Center 
in  Chicago,  November  9  and  10.    Apparently,  there  is  increased  interest  in  the 
vocational  testing  and  counseling  program  in  Chicago  this  fall.

Groups  were  taken  to  the 
television  dealers'  show  in  the  Urbana  Armory,  to  the  Visual  Aids  Service, 
and  to  a  film-showing  of  the  Illinois-Michigan  homecoming  football  game.

Neponset;  Newton;  Normal;  Palatine,  Paris;  St.  Anne;  Scotland;  Seneca; 
Shelbyville;  Spalding  Institute,  Peoria;  Springfield;  Tuscola;  Urbana;  Villa 
Park;  and  Wood  River. 

PROFESSIONAL  ENGINEERS  REFRESHER  COURSE 

The  classes  in  the  Professional  Engineers  Refresher  Course  constitute 
a  bright  spot  in  the  DUE  extramural  program, 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  engineers  for  the  state  exa- 
minations given  biennially  for  licensing  practicing  engineers.     However, 
some  enroll  for  the  general  review  that  is  provided. 

The  course  consists  of  eleven  class  sessions  of  three  hours  each,     The 
character  of  the  work  done  is  distinctly  of  college  grade.     Most  of  the  per- 
sons enrolling  are  graduate  engineers,     The  course  content  is  very  broad 
requiring  the  services  of  various  specialists  in  the  field  of  engineering. 
The  tuition  cost  is   $15,00. 

This  program  was  begun  in   1948  and  consists  of  a  fall  and  spring  series 
of  classes  which  are  scheduled  to  terminate  shortly  before  the  state  exa- 
minations are  given.     This  semester,  nine  classes  enrolling  251  persons 
are  being  conducted  in  Chicago,  Decatur,  DeKalb,  Joliet,  Ottawa,  Paris, 
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and  Rockford.     The  fact  that  the  mortality  of  non-completions  is  almost 
nil    indicates  the  high  degree  of  interest  given  by  the  students. 

P.  E.  (Skeet)  Roberts,  Executive  Secretary  of  Illinois  Society  of  Pro- 
fessional Engineers,  has  worked  closely  and  effectively  with  our  Engin- 
eering Extension  and  Extramural  Classes  offices  in  organizing  and  locating 
these  classes  each  semester  since  they  began.     The  marked  success  of 
this  program  is  also  due  to  the  loyal  and  unselfish  support  of  the  College 
of  Engineering  faculty  members,  who  have  provided  the  teaching  in  addition 
to  their  campus  loads,  oftentimes  at  a  considerable  personal  sacrifice. 

REMARKS  OF  HUMES  TRAVEL  FAR 

"People  Are  Like  This"  was  the  central  theme  of  an  address  entitled 
"Practical  Methods  for  Understanding  and  Influencing  People  for  Safety'5, 
which  Jack  Humes  presented  to  members  of  the  National  Safety  Congress 
last  year.

THE  SECOND  SEMESTER  PROGRAM 

The  last  week  of  March  permits  taking 
time  to  glance  at  the  various  activities 
on  whichmembers  of  the  general  exten- 
sion gang  have  been  diligently  working. 
Probably  several  of  you  are  interested 
in  knowing  what  others  have  been  doing 
while  youwere  wrestling  with  problems 
in  your  particular  phase  of  the  program.

Norman  W.  Johnson,  Director  of  Allerton  House,  reports  that  during  the  month  of 
October,  there  have  been  twenty— six  meetings  of  different  types  held  at  Allerton 
House,     These  varied  in  length  from  one  to  eight  days. 
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DUE  WELFARE  FUND  CONSTITUTION 

1.  A  Welfare  Committee   should  be  organized.-     An  opinion  census   in  the  Division 
indicates  most  employees  are  in  favor  of  such  a  move. 

2.  The  Welfare  Committee  should  be  composed  of  six  members,  five  of  whom  are 
from  the  nonacademic  group  and  one  from  the  administrative  staff.     Member- 
ship on  the  Committee  is  to  be  determined  by  election.     In  the  interest  of  having 
representation  from  the  various  separated  sections  of  DUE,  one  member  should 
be  from  each  of  the  following  offices:     Correspondence,  the  Dean's,  Extramural, 
Music  Extension,  and  Visual  Aids.     Members  of  the  Welfare  Committee  are  to 
elect  their  own  officers;  one  to  be  Chairman,  one  Treasurer,  and  one  Assistant 
Treasurer  to  act  for  the  Treasurer  when  he   is  absent  and  to  purchase  all  gifts. 

3      Contributions  should  be  made  on  a  monthly  basis  of  25£  by  each  nonacademic 
person  and  a  higheriflat  fee     by  each  academic  or  administrative  staff  member. 
If  an  individual  wishes  to  make  a  whole  year's  contribution  in  advance,  it  should 
be  accepted,  but  should  that  individual  sever  connections  with  DUE  before  the 
year  is  completed,  whatever  fractional  amount  of  his  contribution  is  not  yet 
payable  is  to  be  returned. 

4,     There  shall  be  no  cash  gifts;  instead,  the  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  purchase 
gifts.     The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  a  leeway  of  50£  either  way  from 
the  following  indicated  amounts  for  the  purchase  of  all  gifts  and  flowers.     Bene- 
fits recommended  are:     for  funerals   $7. 50,  for  births   $5.00  (to  include  all 
members  of  DUE  who  become  parents),  separations   $5.00,  "weddings   $5.00, 
for  serious  illness  of  member  of  DUE  and  husband  or  wife  (except  when  eligible 
for  birth  gifts)   $5.00.     In  order  to  be  eligible  for   separation  gift,  the  individual 
must  have  been  in  the  employ  of  DUE  for    11  months;  for  other  benefits,  there 
shall  be  no  minimum  time  limit.     Also,  mention  should  be  made  here  of  female 
employees  who  may,  because  of  pregnancy,  separate  from  employment.     If 
such  an  employee  has  met  the  qualifications  for  a  separation  gift,  at  the  time  of 
the  birth  of  the  expected  offspring,  this  former  employee   shall  also  be  eligible  to 
receive  a  birth  gift.     Funeral  considerations  should  be  limited  to  father,  mother, 
husband*  wife,  brother,  sister,  or  children  of  the  employee. 

5  In  December  of  each  year,  it  is  thought  that  not  more  than  $20.00,  provided  this 
amount  will  not  deplete  the  fund  to  less  than  $  10.00,  shall  be  spent  on  a  Christ- 
mas Party. 

6,  Money  collected  for  the  Welfare  Fund  should  be  deposited  in  one  of  the  local 
banks  in  a  checking  account,  and  two  members  of  the  Welfare  Committee  should 
be  empowered  to  write  checks  on  the  fund--one  to  be  the  primary  person  respon- 
sible, and  the   second  to  act  in  the  event  the  first  person  is  absent. 

7.  The  person  who  is  given  primary  responsibility  for  the  deposit  of  money  in  the 
bank  (Treasurer)  and  the  writing  of  necessary  checks,  and  the  person,  who  pur- 
chases all  gifts  and  flowers  (Assistant  Treasurer)  shall  be  relieved  of  payment 
of  any  contributions. 


1  Gifts  are  construed  to  be  appropriate  tangible  items  including  flowers. 
2.     This  has  been  set  at  50£  per  month. 
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8,  Only  full-time  employees  of  DUE  are  to  be  asked  for  contributions.     Part-time 
employees  may  elect  to  contribute  to  the  Fund  if  they  so  desire,  and  by  such 
contributions,  part-time  employees  become  eligible  for  the  benefits., 

9.  The  representative  who  collects  money  in  each  office  shall  report  all  people 
in  his  office  who  are  eligible  for  benefits  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer  who  will 
make  the  purchases, 

10.     The  Treasurer  shall  submit  an  itemized  accounting  on  October   1,  by  sending 
each  member  a  mineographed  copy.

The  Treasurer  shall  ask  the  chairman  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  when- 
ever funds  are  either  depleted  or  excessive  so  that  it  can  make  an  additional 
assessment  or  a  moratorium  from  payment  of  dues  if  necessary  or  considered 
advisable,, 

12      The    Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  act  in  an  emergency  at  its  discretion,

Stained  wooden  panels  with  lettering  in  gold  are  suspended 
over  the  various  entrances  while  attractive  glass-covered  signs  on  the  doors 
indicate  the  purposes  for  which  the  rooms  are  used. 
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The  General  Office  is  located  in  Room  247,  which  is  occupied  by  Mrs,  Roberta 
Maudlin,  Receptionist    and  Mrs.  Joyce  Dutz,  Stenographer.    Adjoining  on  one  side 
in  Room  247a  is  the  office  of  Neil  F.  Garvey,  Director  of  Correspondence 
Courses.     On  the  other  side  in  Room  247b  is  the  mail  and  general  file  room 
occupied  by  Mrs.  Grace  Ottwein,  who  is  in  charge  of  enrollments  and  billings, 
and  Miss  Marcie  Storm,  Mail  Clerk.     The  processing  of  enrollments;  the  bill- 
ing on  such  special  accounts  as  the  Veterans  Administration,  the  Armed  Forces 
Institute,  and  the  State  Rehabilitation  Programs;  and  the  mailing  of  course 
syllabi  are  all  carried  out  in  this  office. 

Room  241  is  known  as  the  Examination  Room,  where  Mrs.  Carole  (Pat) 
Ford,  Recorder  and  Examiner,  is  in  charge.    A  gj.ass  partition  has  been  in- 
stalled to  provide  a  suitable  place  for  proctoring  final  examinations.     Records 
on  student  progress  and  completed  courses  are  also  maintained  here. 

Room  242  is  the  Typist  Room,  where  there  are  three  typists,  namely,  Mrs. 
Betty  Stipp,  Miss  Jane  Daugherty,  and  Miss  Shirley  Gaghen,  the  last  two  being 
part-time  student  employees.    Electric  typewriters  are  used  in  the  preparation 
of  copy  to  be  multilithed  or  mimeographed  for  course  syllabi,  final  examinations, 
and  various  other  miscellaneous  materials. 

VAS  ASSISTS  EDUCATIONAL  TELEVISION  NETWORK 

The  Visual  Aids  Services  has  accepted  the  responsibility  of  being  the  sole 
distributor  of  films  used  by  a  nation-wide  network  of  educational  television 
stations. 

These  films  will  be  produced  under  the  auspices  of  the  Educational  Television 
and  Radio  Center,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan.     Some  of  the  programs  will  be  produced 
by  member  stations  of  the  network  and  deposited  with  the  Center  for  later  pro- 
gramming and  distribution.     Others  will  be  produced  with  the  aid  of  direct  grants 
of  funds  and  technical  assistance  from  the  Center. 

After  the  film  series  have  been  programmed  and  scheduled,  they  will  be  sent 
to  Visual  Aids  Service  for  maintaining  and  shipping,  as  needed,  to  the  various 
stations  in  the  network,  which  at  present  consists  of  eight  member  stations. 
These  are  located  at  Madison,  Wisconsin;  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania;    Cincinnati, 
Ohio;  Houston,  Texas,  East  Lansing,  Michigan;  San  Francisco,  California; 
St.  Louis,  Missouri;  and  Lincoln,  Nebraska.    Additional  stations  are  expected 
to  join  the  network  later. 

MUSIC  EXTENSION  SCHEDULES  UNIVERSITY  MUSIC  GROUPS 

The  University  Percussion  Ensemble  with  Paul  Price,  Conductor,  went  to 
Cissna  Park  High  School,  November  3,  to  combine  clinical  and  concert  work 
under  the  auspices  of  the  newly  founded  Music  Parents  Club.

ROBINSON  AND  GARVEY  ATTEND  MEETING 

On  Sunday,  March  6 ,  Stanley  C.  Robinson  and  Neil  F.  Garvey  were  in  Chicago 
to  meet  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  NUEA,  along  with  other  chairmen 
of  the  activity  committees  of  the  Association  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  pro- 
posed modification  of  the  committee  structure  of  the  Association.     Recommendations 
emanating  from  this  study,  which  has  been  under  way  throughout  the  current  year, 
will  be  presented  to  the  whole  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  at  Pennsylvania 
State  University,  the  first  week  of  May. 

Robinson  is  chairman  of  the  NUEA  Committee  on  Short  Courses  and  Conferences, 
and  Garvey  is  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  Study. 
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THE  VISUAL  AIDS  SERVICE  SECTION 

In  a  previous  issue,  we  told  of  the  Correspondence  Courses  Section,    Now,  we 
would  like  to  have  you  "visit"  the  VAS.     "Upstairs  over  the  Illini  Union  Book  Store" 
is  a  phrase  often  used  in  informing  telephone  callers  how  to  get  to  the  VAS,  when 
they  wish  to  pick  up  materials  in  person.     This  phrase  makes  it  sound  as  if  VAS 
were  stuck  in  some  out-of-the-way  cubbyhole,  but  the  unremitting  activity  going 
on  there  belies  the  cubbyhole  idea. 

At  the  head  of  the  stairs,  visitors  enter  a  small  lobby,  which  is  furnished  with 
lounge  chairs.     It  is  also  supplied  with  copies  of  periodicals  and  catalogues,  which 
are  intended  to  be  of  assistance  to  patrons  in  their  selection  of  items  from  the  film 
library. 

To  the  left  as  you  enter  the  lobby  is  the  entrance  to  Room  203.    Here,  we  find: 
Mrs,  Lois  Dilley,  Booking  Clerk,  who  has  the  work  of  scheduling  films:    Miss  Flo 
Nesler,  whose  duties  are  checking-in  and  keeping  records  on  all  arrivals  of  new 
materials;    Mrs.  Joan  Maginn,  Account  Clerk;    and  two  typists,  Mrs. Betty  Burton 
and  Miss  Delores  Courtney. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  lobby  is  the  entrance  to  Room  210,  which  is  large  and 
hall-like.     In  this  space,  Ralph  McDonald,  Peter  Bradley,  Neal  Clark,  Ted  Wakefield, 
and  student  employees  inspect,  package,  ship,  and  check-in  approximately  1000  ship- 
ments daily.     In  one  corner  of  the  room  is  a  duplicating  unit,  which  is  capably  operated 
by  Bob  Silver  and  Leland  Warmoth.     At  the  farther  end  is  a  small  preview  room, 

Upstairs  in  one  of  the  two  balcony  rooms,  Max  Paris  operates  the  commercial 
art  unit,  while  in  the  other  Jim  Smalley  handles  the  requests  for  copies  of  the  tape 
recordings   in  a  master  tape-recording  library.    Also  on  this  floor  is  the  newest  pro- 
ject to  be  undertaken  by  VAS--the  distribution  of  films  used  for  educational  tele- 
vision to  the  thirteen  member  educational  television  stations  throughout  the  U„  S„  A. 

The  main  office  is  found  in  Room  205,  which  is  occupied  by  the  supervisor,  Don 
Smith,  and  his  assistant,  Warren  Royer,  together  with  their  stenographers,  Mrs. 
Divona  Wagner  and  Mrs.  Arlene  Ewing.    Here,  all  the  threads  of  the  VAS  are  woven 
into  one  big  operation--perhaps  the  largest  of  any  university  film  library  in  the 
country  in  volume  of  business. 

USE  OF  UNIVERSITY  CARS 

All  University  Cars  are  now  kept  at  the  South  Garage,  which  is  located  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Agricultural  Engineering  Building.    These  are  in  charge  of  the  fleet 
dispatcher,  Orrie  Fairchild. 

In  picking  up  a  car,  if  you  wish  to  leave  your  own  automobile  until  your  return, 
you  should  park  it  in  the  lot  opposite  the  south  gate  of  the  fleet  lot,    Then  you  should 
present  the  car  release  at  the  garage  office,  and  pick  up  the  keys  for  the  assigned  car. 
The  car  is  to  be  found  on  the  lot  in  the  space  with  a  number  corresponding  to  that 
of  the  car.     If  the  car  should  need  any  service,  such  as  refueling  or  cleaning  of  the 
windshield,  you  should  ring  the  service  bell  at  the  office  window. 
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If  you  return  before  midnight,  you  should  park  the  car  on  its  numbered  space  in  the 
lot,  note  the  speedometer  reading,  and  report  it,  when  delivering  the  keys  at  the  office, 
If  returning  after  midnight,  the  car  should  be  parked  in  the  lot  opposite  the  south  gate, 
and  the  keys  deposited  into  the  keydrop  at  the  gate,  in  which  case  no  speedometer 
reading  is  taken,     If  taxicab  service  is  needed,  you  can  have  a  cab  follow  you  over  to 
the  garage,  since  after  midnight  you  cannot  phone  from  the  garage  office,
